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| Narcotics Parole Officer Calls 
Golden’s Figures Fantastic 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Figures 
by Harry Golden, editor of the 
Carolina Israelite, showing that 
almost one-third of the com- 
mitted narcotics addicts in New 
York were Jewish (P-O, Dec. 25 
58) were termed fantastic this 
week by a narcotics officer. 

Meyer H. Diskind, senior pa~ 
rule officer in charge of the spe- 
cial narcotics project of the New 
York state livision of parole, 
challenged the author of “Only 
in America” to reveal the source 
of his information. 


THE FIGURES by Golden ap- 
peared in one of his pieces in 
the Carolina Israelite. They 
were reproduced in the Kentucky 
edition of The POST and OPIN- 
ION (Dec. 12, '58) because 
Golden quoted as his source the 
Kentucky Institution for Drug 
Addicts, in Lexington. 

In his conclusion in a letter 
to The POST and OPINION, 
Golden said: “The whole point 
I wanted to make... was that 
the factors which make alcohol 
ism among Gentiles are not ab- 
sent among the Jews because of 
any higher degree of morality. 
but rather that it is the type of 
an aggression which is more 
‘suited’ to the Jew as a sociologi- 


_ cal being.” 


Rabbi Joseph Rosenbloom, 
Jewish chaplain at the institu- 
tion, challenged Golden's find- 
ings. He said: 


“AT THE PRESENT time 
there are approximately 30 Jew- 
Ish patients here of a total fig- 
ure of approximately 1,050, or 
3 per cent. From July }, 
1953, to June 30, 1958, there 
were approximately 500 Jewish 
admissions out of a total of 16,- 
873, or 3 per cent, just what it 
Is today.”

‘Eternal Light’

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (P-O)— 
The Jewish Theological semi- 
nary’s “Eternal Light” radio pro- 
gram was charged this week with 
“taking liberties with traditional 
yvewish literature and changing it 
» to conforr to 
ideals. they 
think are ac- 
ceptable to the 
general com- 
munity,” by Dr. 
Marshall 
Sklare, director 
of the division 
of scientific re- 
search of the 
American Jew-

SPEAKING at Beth-El Zedeck 


temple here, Sklare made the 
comment in answer to a ques- 
tion concerning a “general con- 
vergence to a common American 
Judaism.” Sklare said that the 
trend is to the middle, but “at 
the same time, there is a reten- 
tion of institutional loyalties.” 

In his formal talk, “Conserva- 
tive Judaism—the View of a So- 
ciologist,” Sklare outlined the 
beginnings of Conservative Juda- 
ism in America. He said the most 
important factor motivating the 
movement’s beginnings was “a 
desire for Jewish survival” 
among newly middle-class Jews 
after World War I anxious to 
throw off their Orthodox back- 
ground which they “connected 
with lower class lives in ghettoes, 
and the stigma of immigrant 
days.” 

Orthodox synagogues were un- 
acceptable to the “new Jew” be- 
cause they were “disorderly, 
noisy and dirty,” he added. 


TO A QUESTION concerning 
the lack of “warmth” in the Re- 
form movement, Sklare remarked 
that “Reform has had a social 
aura about itself,’ and people 
substitute social status for the 
warmth they feel in Conservative 
congregations, sometimes belong- 
ing to both. 

“Reform is considered ‘non- 
religious,’ Sklare added, typifying 
a man as saying, “I am _ non- 
religious, therefore I go to the 
Reform temple.” However, Sklare 
concluded that the numbers Con- 
servatism has lost to Reform and 
vice versa are now about equal- 
ized. 

Sklare said one of Conserva- 
tism’s problems was to formulate 
an acceptable Conservative ideo- 
logy. 


HE OUTLINED attempts to 
grapple with reconciling halakha 
and Conservative practices, and 
in answer to a question from the 
floor agreed that the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America, 
where Conservative Rabbis are 
trained, is in spirit Orthodox, 
thus creating a dichotomy be- 
tween the seminary and the Con- 
servative rabbinate in the field. 

Rabbi William P. Greenfeld of 











Beth-El asked the lecturer if he 
had found an “earnest attempt” 
to clarify Conservative ideology, 
or just institutional loyalty in 
Sklare’s studies of the proceed- 
ings of the Rabbinical Assembly 
of America, the Conservative 
rabbinical body. Sklare replied 
that an “adjustment of Jewish 
law and background with prac- 
ticalities are just beginning.” 


SKLARE SAID too, Conserva- 
tism has been “successful in 
keeping Jews as Jews, but not 
keeping Jews ‘Jewish’” in answer 
to a question whether Conserva- 
tism is an _ insurance policy 
against assimilation. 

Julian Freeman, vice-president 
of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, and past-president of the 
Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, cited his as- 
sociation as an officer of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
America until 1955 and mentioned 
that to his Knowledge, the JTS 
never mentioned the term “Con- 
servative.” 


REFERRING to Conservatism, 
as the “laymen’s movement,” 
Sklare said it is not traceable to 
a Moses or to national or inter- 
national leaders. He said the 
movement’s biggest change in the 
pattern of worship was abolishing 
mehitza, the separate wall be- 
tween men and women. Another 
contribution was changing the 
time of the Friday night service. 


Rather than the worship and 
study for adults that the Ortho- 
dox emphasized, Sklare said that 
a “program of Jewish education 
for the child became a funda- 
mental aspect of the movement.” 


CONSIDERING the “ideology” 
of Conservatism, Sklare_ said: 
“Most congregations’ members 
have a conception, but. not an 
articulate philosophy. Their phil- 
osophy is 50-50ness, neither Or- 
thodox nor Reform.” 

While it would seem that the 
historical needs fostering conserv- 
atism have been met, Sklare said 
that the movement “shows a 
startling degree of vitality,” and 
a successful process of indoctrin¢ 
ation has gone on among the chile 
dren to keep them Conservative, 


When asked about the pose 
sibility of the emergence of one 
inclusive Amer can Judaism, 
Sklare did not rule out this dee 
velopment. He pointed out that 
the force of the environment 
and the need fcr approval by 
the general conimunity often 
made the three wings of Judas 
ism adopt similar programs, 
which are not inherently Jewish. 

He named the new Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute 
of Religion Frank L. Weil In 
stitute of Advanced Studies, the 
project of the Jewish Theologi- 
cal Seminary of America to re- 
concile science and religion, and 
the Einstein Medical Center of 
Yeshiva University as instances 
of this type of program.

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Southern Rabbi Terms Them ‘Liability’

Raps Jewish ‘Defense’ Groups 
For ‘Troublemaking’ in South 


HOUSTON (P-O)—A leading 
Southern rabbi charged this 
week that “excessive and aggres- 
sive propaganda” on the part 
of national Jewish “defense” or- 
ganizations constituted “a dis- 
tinct ang tragic disservice to the 
Jew of the South.” 

RABBI WILLIAM S. MALEV 
blamed “their irresponsible and 
ill-timed publicity, crude and 
obvious intrusions of ‘outside’ 
forces, and overtly aggressive 
demands for action, regardless 
of community acceptance and 
resources” for causing “much of 
our difficulty all over the South.” 

Writing in Conservative Juda- 
ism, the spiritua] leader of Con- 
gregation Beth Yeshurun here 
termed their participation in the 
conflict over segregation “not 
an advantage but a liability to 
the Jewish communities in the 
South.” 

THE RABBI, who came here 
just after World War II after 
serving a pulpit in Jamaica, 
L. I, sharply challenged what 
he termeq the American Jewish 
Congress’ “almost complete re- 
liance upon legislation in order 
to improve the conditions in our 
country. 

“It is characteristic of the at- 
titude of the American Jewish 
that legislation may 
be used not only to enforce ac- 
cepted ethical principles and 
constitutional law, but also to 
compel people, despite their ob- 
jection and protest, to behave 
in accordance with the desires 


Congress 


and the objectives of groups 
like the American Jewish Con- 
gress,” he declared. 


RABBI MALEV went on to 
question whether the Anti-Def 
amation League of B’nai B'rith 
had the right to represent itself 
as Jewry’s spokesman. 

“It is not to be wondered that 
the Anti-Defamation League as 


the best represented ‘defense’ 
group in the South ang other 
such ‘defense’ organizations are 
nasty words in Southern com- 


munities, considered in the same 
class with NAACP and even the 


Communist groups,” the rabbi 
declared. 
“THE REASON for this,” * 


said, “is that these other groups 
are also non-religious, but radi- 
cal or idealogical in character.” 

Whom do the “defense” or- 


ganizations represent? he asked. 
“Are the Jews an ethnic group 
as well as a religious one? If 
so, who is properly their spokes- 
man, the Antj - Defamation 
League or the rabbis of their 
communities?” 

DECLARING that “when the 
Jew is represented by his spirit- 
ual leaders, he takes his place 
normally with the forces which 
make for social progress and 
liberal thought in every com- 
munity,” the rabbi asserted that 
“defense” organizations, on the 
other hand, “do not command 
the respect that religious spokes- 
men usually do. 

“Ordinarily, they come from 
the North, and speak, primarily, 
for a large Northern constitu- 
ency. Since that is so, Southern 
Jews do not feel any particular 
pangs of conscience in threat- 
ening to secede from the Anti-

THE RABBI went on to make 
these suggestions: 

1) “That national defense or- 
ganizations in Jewish life aban- 
don their unfortunate habit of 
beating the drum on every pos- 
sible occasion.” 

2) “That our ‘defense’ organ- 
izations continue their splendid 
work in research, in legal help 
and in skilled propaganda work 
on a national level, but let re-

THE RABBI also rejected “any 
claim on the part of the national 
‘defense’ organizations to impose 
martyrdom upon the unwilling 
Jews of the South and to bask 
in their reflected glory of their 
self-sacrifice.” 

Asserting that “no one has 
the right to martyr somebody 
else for the cause he believes 
in,” the rabbi bade the “defense” 
leaders “to come down South 
and try it (martyrdom) for 
themselves” if they think so 
much of it. 





Negroes To Form 
Half of Cities Where 


. 
Most Jews Live 

WASHINGTON, D. C. (P-O)— 
American Reform Judaism edu- 
cators, meeting in convention 
here, were told that in 15 years 
half of the population of the 
cities where most Jews live will 
be Negroes. 

AS A CONSEQUENCE, Dr. 
Norman Drachler of Detroit, 
president of the organization, 
urged that Jews “must in Co- 
operation with church, Commun- 
al and particularly Negro groups, 
take positive steps to realize the 
hopes of building a democrati. 
cally integrated community.” 

He listed the cities as New 
York, Chicago, Los Angeles, Bos- 
ton, Detroit and others. 

DR. DRACHLER said there is 
danger that suburban living will 
“become a temporary safety 
valve as an escape from facing 
up to the issue of integration 
that challenge us in cities to- 
day.” 

Rabbi William B. Silverman of 
Nashville suggested that course 
on family life, sex and basic 
etiquette be added to religious 
school curricula.

FUND ‘GIMMICKS’ 
DEPLORED BY RABBI 

TORONTO, Canada (P-O) 
—Use of nightclub entertain- 
ers and non-Jewish leaders 
to spark Jewish fund cam- 
paigns was deplored here by 
Rabbi Stuart E. Rosenberg. 

In a sermon before his 
congregation, the rabbi de- 
clared that “it is our mark 
of insecurity, a symbol of 
inferiority feeling, a sign of 
maladjustment amongst 
Jews” when non-Jewish of- 
ficials of government and 
law and stage and screen 
stars are brought to fund- 
raising meetings to admonish 
Jews to give. 

“The longer we persist in 
such an approach, the more 
we perpetuate our immatur- 
ity,” he declared. “We un- 
derestimate the intelligence 
and the maturity of Jewish 
audiences when we think 
that only the sensational ap- 
proach will succeed,” he 
added.

There was a special class of people identified 
with camlet wearing apparel. They were either spiritual 
leaders or rich merchants of the type that were exempt 
from manual labor. Quite a number of Jewish family 
names have the wearing apparel connotation. The two 
that come to mind are Grobtuch (coarse cloth) and Fein- 
tuch (fine cloth).

KANAGUR is a family name of geographical origin, being 

derived via Yiddish from the name of one of two 
villages. One village is Kaniagora in the district of Lodz. 
The other is Kaniagora in the district of Poltusk. Maybe 
the latter is your father’s origin. Kaniagora means the 
Mountain of the Falcon. No bird of prey is involved here 
however. The name Kania was formerly used as a Chris- 
tian name and as a matter of fact it still is. A man named 
Kania gave his name to the mountain.

Terrified--Face-to-Face With a ‘Curse’

HAIFA—I have for the first time come face 
to face with the locust plague. : 

Certainly few natural phenomena can be as 
terrifying as this enormous swarm of living, flying 
things which can destroy all that grows and is 
green, and thereby menace the survival of civiliza- 
tions. 

With all of man’s vaunted scientific progress, 
and his desire to conquer outer space, he is not 
yet master of the insects here in earth. 

We were driving from Tel Aviv to Haifa. About 
10 miles north of the city, just outside of Herzlia, 
we noticed what at first seemed to be low-flying, 
dark clouds over the road ahead. Someone in the 
car thought it looked like smoke from a heavy fire. 


A FEW MOMENTS more and we were close 
enough to see reality: these were the swarms of 
locusts flying from east to west, from across the 
border of Jordan only a few miles away, and over 
the agriculturally rich areas of the lower Sharon. 

At times they were thick enough to blot out 
sight of the sky. 

They flew directly west, occasionally spiralling 
downwards like flakes of snow in the grip of an 
eddying wind. 

But these were not inanimate objects. Each of 
the grasshopper-like insects was a living thing, 
driven by two inexorable impulses: to feed and to 
breed. Everywhere stretched the green fields of 
grains, vegetables, fruits—open to attack. 


IN THE SOUTH, where the locust attack has 
been under way for some time, some villages re- 
ported that a few hours after settling on the ground 
the invaders would rise, and leave behind not a 
blade of grass, not a leaf on a tree, not anything 
green—as they moved on looking for more food, 
and a place to lay their eggs. 


Tree branches would sway and sag _ heavily 
under the weight of the creatures. 

Our car slowed down as in grim silence we 
watched the clouds overhead. 

Every available small plane in the country has 
been mobilized to fight these infiltrators, who are 
more deadly than those who creep abroad at dead 
of night with guns and grenades, 


HERE IN THE Sharon the planes had not yet 
made their appearance, and-the locusts flew on 
without hindrance, anywhere from 20 to 50 feet 
above the ground. 


In the smaller gardens entire families of settlers : 


were strategically deployed—men, women and all 
the children. Wherever the swarms came menac- 
ingly lower, the humans flailed with their arms, 
waved rags, or beat loudly on tin cans to frighten 
off the locusts. 


THEY WERE not fighting the plague; each was 
intent only on diverting it from his own modest 
fields. Let the insects only move on, no matter 
where, but not settle here. The next field perhaps, 
but not here. And in the next field stood desperate 


people, their worried faces raised aloft, with the 
same thoughts. 

What causes these periodic loctst incursions? 
No one knows for sure. Perhaps the present flights 
northward from the interior desert regions of Arfbia 
may be related to this year’s drought. These are 
the Bedouins of the insect world, in search of food 
in its season. 

SYSTEMATIC control in combined operations 
over a large area could perhaps combat the menace, 
but heroic as Israel’s efforts may be, they are of 
no avail when the borders lie open all around us. 

It is no consolation that the fields of our Arab 
neighbors lie ravaged and waste because these peo- 
ple are unable to cope with the plague. If we could 
but work together in aerial spraying of the pests, 
we could perhaps avert damage and harm to all. 
But political stubborness and man’s stupidity pre- 
tend that borders can not be crossed, while the 
locusts, wiser than man, stream on, oblivious of 
borders. 

THE BIBLE has recorded the ravages of locusts. 
Their destructiveness has been incorporated into 
classical curses. 

One begins to understand the dangers and the 
threats which have from time to time wiped out 
whole civilizations in this corner of the world. But 
we are determined that the intelligence of man can 
conquer this menace as it has conquered others. 

Surely, if we can not master nature on this little 
globe, by what right can we aspire to gain a foot- 
hold on other heavenly bodies?

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DON’T SILENCE DAYAN 


No one has asked us, but we believe that Ben-Gurion, 
even if he should accede to the demands of his Mapai 
party, will find it impossible to silence~Moshe Dayan, who 
has been saying some very sensible things lately. 

Dayan says, in a more authoritative way and at a 
more auspicious time, what others have been saying for 
some time now, especially Eliezer Livneh, who was once 
a close advisor to Ben-Gurion, and who now seems to be 
in eclipse. 


WHAT DAYAN is saying is that Israel should begin 
to live on her own resources. This will lower Israel’s 
standard of living, and make it a lot tougher to make ends 
meet for the average Israeli. But in the long run, it will 
mean the making of Israel. 

It even could be the answer for the yordim who have 
been leaving Israel in too great numbers. People don’t 
defect unless they lose confidence and hope. Hardships alone 
will not make them defect. It will have the opposite re- 
action. People don’t mind hardships as much as the poli- 
ticians seem to believe. 


IF DAYAN is silenced and we doubt that he would 
accept such a harsh ruling, others will pick up the theme. 

Israel faces a tough decade now that foreign grants 
and the reparations money will be ending in a few years. 
It is better to face reality now than wait until the abrupt 
drop in foreign aid leaves no alternative. 


SHRIMP IN CHATTANOOGA 


By the action of the women’s auxiliary of the Chatta- 
nooga Jewish community center in printing a cook book 
with recipes for shrimp, crabmeat and lobster (P-O, Jan.2), 
you get an idea in what direction the Jewish community 
was headed in the days before the Janowsky report. 

Some readers won’t even remember the Janowsky re- 
sort, which was brought into being because of the inade- 
quacy of Jewish programming in so many of our Jewish 
centers and YMHAs. 

By an odd coincidence, the National Jewish Welfare 
Board, co-ordinating body of Jewish centers, just this past 
month issued a statement to the effect that the Jewish 
centers have successfully incorporated the recommendations 
of the Janowsky report into their programming. 

Evidently, Chattanooga is the exception that proves 
the rule, although even here one would have to have an 
opportunity to examine that center’s complete program be- 
fore one could safely say that positive Jewish programs are 
lacking there. 


SHARETT’S HONEST VIEWS 


No one should take offense at Moshe Sharett’s char- 
acterization of Jewish life in the U. S. (P-O, Jan. 2) in a 
speech following his return from one of his many speaking 
tours of the country. 

The published reports aren’t too precise, and it’s never 
clear whether, in speaking of the feeling of the Jews of 
the U. S. as aliens, he means that this is a feeling of the 
Jews or is a feeling of the non-Jews toward Jews. 

But in either category there would be considerable 
support for Sharett’s views, although the generalization 
would no doubt be more accurate about the feeling of 
non-Jews to Jews rather than the U. S. Jews about them- 
selves. 


WE MAKE this assumption of what Sharett had in 
mind from his point about the “extreme isolation of the 
American Jewish community from general American life, 
except for a very small section of the Jewish intellectuals.” 

In any event, we think that Sharett’s views delivered 
before a public audience indicate the growing maturity 
in the relationiship between the U. S. Jewish community 
and Israel. There is no need for sugar-coating the views 
of either community, and less need for misinterpreting either 
community to the other. 


UP UNTIL now, those who reported accurately on 
either community were too often listed as sensationalists 
and worse. 

American Jewry is mature enough to know the truth 
about itself and about Israel, and vice versa, and we wel- 
come Sharett’s honest views as a step in achieving the 
kind of understanding, and as we said, maturity, in the 
relationship between the two communities. 
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Following Friday evening services for 
homecoming college students at our congre- 
gation last week, there was a frank discussion 
by the students and the parents on the ques- 
tion of the indifference of Jewish college stu- 
dents to things Jewish. 

This was a healthy discussion, which must 
have left some open wounds, however, in view 
of the fact that almost everyone—except in 
my opinion those who deserve it most—took 
a pretty bad beating. 

THE HILLEL rabbis got their share, the 
rabbi of the congregation came in for a dose, 
and he in turn didn’t fail to blame those in 
the audience who years ago prevented a con- 
gregational school from being organized (In- 
dianapolis has a community Hebrew school). 
The young people told off one another, and 
all in all it was a knock-down and drag-out 
affair on a high level. 

One more courageous lady who is a close 
friend of the rabbi even told him to let the 
young people speak and not dominate the eve- 
ning, which is like tying a horse’s feet and 
highly unfair to any rabbi. 

THE HILLEL rabbis were termed the left- 
overs and on the other hand were defended, 
the students were called assimilationists and 
conformists, and vice versa, the explanation 
was given that the college-age youngsters go 
through the one period of their life where 
they question everything, and these same kids 
will be leading our congregations in only a 
few years, and so on. You’ve heard all these 
points many times. 

The congregation had prepared for several 
hundred people, and the president had esti- 
mated a probable attendance of 150. There 
were maybe 212 times that many, if not more. 

DOESN’T THIS give the clue to the an- 
swer or the major blame for what happens 
on our college campuses? 

How many of these parents have been in 
the inside of a synagogue at services since 
Yom Kippur? And do their children see them 
go to the movies, attend and hold parties, or 
do anything their hearts desire on the Sabbath? 

WHEN THEY send their children off to 
college, expecting them to participate in Hillel 
activities, do they recognize what position they 


are putting themselves in? The word starts 
with an “h” and any youngster, if the parent 
isn’t able to, can spell it out very neatly. 

The college student may rebel and not 
observe when he gets on a campus—away from 
the home environment. But it is too much to 
expect that he show interest in things Jewish 
when he sees his parents flaunt most things 
Jewish most of the time. 


A CASE IN point continues to be the 
parties that the held continuously throughout 
the year on Friday nights, with no one pro- 
testing as far as we know. 

These past two Friday evenings, our 13- 
year-old daughter has had to forego large par- 
ties because she was prevented from going 
by her parents. The young people who gave 
the parties and the people who attended will 
one day be in college and their parents will 
wonder why their children have no regard 
for Jewish sanctities. 


The $100 a plate dinner which has become 
traditional as part of the fund-raising opera- 
tion of many Jewish organizations has fallen 
a victim to inflation. 


The American-Israel Cultural foundation 
in announcing its annual fund-raising banquet 
has been forced by rising costs to increase the 
tab from $100 to $125. As good businessmen, 
we’re sure that most of those who attend will 
understand the need for this increase. Not only 
have the costs of food risen, but postage for 
sending out publicity and invitations has gone 
up, the cost of printing has risen, and salaries 
for publicity men and fund-raisers have been 
raised. 


One more courageous Jewish organization, 
whose name escapes us, has jumped the cost 
of that roast beef dinner (formerly chicken), 
together with the watery string beans and 
almonds, and the mash potato patty, to $250. 
The menu change from roast chicken to roast 
beef has been absorbed’ for the past several 
years in the overall cost but those who attend 
these affairs will understand that this increase 
must be passed on to the consumer and this 
becomes another warrant for jumping the 
price per plate. 





The Angry Young Men from Our Colleges

The panel discussion at our*college home- 
coming service on “How Religion Rates on 
My Campus” was a revelation to many of us. 

The low opinion of the work of Hillel ought 
to force B’nai B’rith members to ask them- 
selves whether Hillel is spreading out too 
thinly—whether it might not 
be more effective to have 
fewer Hillels better staffed 
than many with mediocre 
leadership. 

From the attitude of the 
students, it appears that Hil- 
lel affords a more heroic 
challenge than a chaplaincy 
in the Army. 

The campus ought to be 
Rabbi Weinstein the objective of those rabbis 
who believe that Jews should undertake a for- 
mal campaign of proselytizing. They will find 
on the campus the most vocal resistance to 
Jewish identification and religious commitment. 
It will require men with great skill in the 
humanities as well as complete devotion to 
Judaism to confront this challenge. 


NOR DID “organized religion’ come off 
any better. 

College is obviously the time when our 
young kick over the parental traces. Religious 
discipline is confused in their minds with par- 
ental authority. There is in addition the con- 
frontation of scientific discipline—the unspoken 
ukase from the laboratory: “Do not permit 
into the precincts of your mind what cannot 
be verified by scientific method.” 

It is interesting to note, however, that 
the intense rebellion against “organized reli- 
gion” is in no way manifest toward organized 
business or politics or government. Ah, there 
is the rub! Prophetic Judaism not only sanc- 
tions the search for the good, but encourages 
the heart’s compulsion to smash this sorry 
scheme of things entire, to rebuild it nearer 
to the heart’s desire—especially if the heart 
is attuned to God. 

But the average student is in no way 
rebellious toward big business, big labor, big 
government, or big army. He quite readily 


prepares himself to be one of the favored 
junior executives in the air-conditioned padded 
cells of the organization. 

IT MAY BE that his violence toward or- 
ganized religion is a sign of his guilt in accept- 
ing the role of organization man. It is his 
discontent with himself for his docility and 
disillusion with that force in society which he 
unconsciously hoped would have effectively 
countered the harsh impact of our market 
orientation. 

It appeared from the evidence of the panel- 
ists that the prophetic quality of religion was 
seldom presented to them. The emphasis on 
ritual, on tradition and on lox and bagel fra- 
ternity put religion all too frequently on the 
side of the status quo and identified it with 
corporate vested interests. 

THE STUDENT is indeed unfair to make 
organized religion the prime scapegoat, but 
perhaps he is also revealing a deep-down hope 
that in purifying itself religion might also 
save him. 

I, for one, patiently wait for the return 
of our young angry men when they will have 
recognized in their post-graduate maturity that 


religion is a force which they can use, if they | 


would, to create free places in their souls and 
juster oases in their society. 

To use religion, one must be prepared to 
be used by it. This takes a bit of mellowing!

@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
Rabbi M. Magall is justified in 


saying that we Jews must never 
forget nor even condone the 
planned and deliberate destruc- 
tion by the Nazis of six million 
innocent men, women and chil- 
dren (P-O, Dec. 19, ’58). 

We agree that Hitler alone 
could not have committed this 
ghastly crime without the aid 
and assistance of thousands of 
his fellow Nazis. 

Where I do not agree with 
the rabbi is that the totality of 
the German people are respon- 
sible, and should be excommuni- 
cated, “put in herem.” 

THOSE OF US who have 
lived through that dark period 
can specuiate that if there was 
no oppressive Treaty of Versai!- 
les, there would be no Hitler. 
Had the Allies adopted the lofty 
Wilsonian Doctrine, that “there 
must be peace without victory, 
-because, a peace imposed by the 
victors upon the vanquished 
cannot stand up. It will sink in 
quicksand.” “That we are not 
fighting the German or the Aus- 
trian people, we are fighting 
the Hohlzollern and the Haps- 
burgs and when they shall have 
overthrown their rulers, we will 
treat them as equals.” 

Germany and Austria were 
vanquished; the people ousted 
their rulers. Then came _ the 
Treaty of Versailles, The Wil!- 
sonian Doctrine was not adopted, 
but instead the German people 
were enslaved by an unfulfill- 
able treaty. The Demagogue 
Hitler came to power on the 
promise to the German people 
that he will remove the shack- 
les of Versailles and give them 
their rightful place in the sun. 
THEY BELIEVED Hitler and 
followed. 

There will no doubt be many 
historians to chronicle the Hit- 
ler era; the darkest page in al! 
history, with its destruction of 
the six million Jews. If they be 
intellectually honest and know- 
ing the facts, they will be com- 
pelled to include the totality of 
Christian civilization on that 
black page as accessory during 
the fact. 

T will point to but one or two 
instances to qualify this state- 
ment: 

ONE — When Hitler came to 
power he gave notice to the 
world of his intention to destroy 
the Jews. Instead of the civil- 
izeq nations sternly opposing his 





diabolic plan, they gave him the 
green light. They recognized 
the Nazi government and gave 
him billions in trade which en- 
abled him to accompiish his 
sinister purpose of murdering 
the Jews. 

TWO—When the Nazis gave 
clerance to 1,200 men, women 
and children to a South Ameri- 
can country who agreed to ar: 
cept them; and during this voy- 
age the government changed or 
was overthrown and the new 
government would not permit 
them to land. This ship with 
its human cargo traveled from 
port to port including the port 
of our own great democracy 
and we, too, refused them refuge 
The ship had to go out to sea 


and was either torpedoed or 
struck a mine. All people per- 
ished. 


THREE — When France was 
conquered by the Nazis, Hitler 
negotiated with Premier Lavalle 
to furnish him with 18,000 Jews 
from the unoccupied part of 
France to be used in the forced 
labor camps in Germany which 
meant certain death. Frantic 
Jewish women in France hear- 
ing of this became so emotion- 
ally upset that many of them 
threw their children out of win- 
dows to die and jumped after 
them. 

A group of American Jews 
went to our State Department 
to have our government inter- 
cede to stop the transfer. Our 
ambassador went to see LaValle 
to appeal to him not to surrender 
the Jews. After partially listen- 
ing to our ambassador’s plea, 
LaValle turned to him-and said: 
“Supposing, I will agree to issue 
18,000 passports to your great 
country, will you accept them?” 
The answer was self-evident —- 
NO—immigration barriers. 

UNDER THE circumstances 
it is not fair to say that all the 
Germans are responsible for the 
death of the six million Jews. 
Thousands of Jewish lives were 
saved by Germans at the risk 
of their own lives. Many died, 
others were imprisoned, when 
caught aiding Jews to escape. 
But it is fair to say that the 
law of justice and humanity 
was not exercised in our behalf 
by the civilized nations who 
stood mutely by and let the 
Jews perish when they could 
have saveq hundreds of thou- 
sands, at least, temporarily, low-

T do not feel that this is com- 
pletely accurate for Norfoll 
either. 

TO ILLUSTRATE, two weeks 
ago, someone phoned with the 
information that a bomb had 
been planted in my synagogue. 
Although we had more than 250 
children in the building at the 
time, including 7= pre-schoolers 
in our nursery school, we quick- 
ly evacuated the building, with-
